DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 A substitute specification of the disclosure and the claims is required pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.125(a) because the specification contains markings in both the disclosure and 
claims. This does not comply with current practice requiring a clean copy and marked 
version of both the specification and claims. Also the markings in the claims render it 
difficult to determine the metes and bounds for which patent protection is being sought.

2. Claims 1 -1 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims are 
replete with markings rendering it difficult to determine the metes and bounds for which 
patent protection is being sought. Appropriate correction is required.
